The Military Committee ¢xamined only one wit-
neas to-day, and bis testimony reiated to Golladuy.
It was simply conficmatory of other eviaence siready
before the commiitee against Golladay. The resolu-
Hon of censure on Mr. Deweese was fnally
agreed on in commities this morning and
subsequéntly reported to the House. In tertos
it » similar to the resolution in Whitts
more’s case, and, like that, was unanimously sdopt-
ed. Geoeral Logan the chairman of the comrmittes,
lalg before the House the proposition to discontinue
ibe invealigatlon so far as It relates Lo persons not
members of she present Congress. He gave it &s
his opinion, in which he was sustained by a ma-
jority of the committee, that one Congress has no
aathority te investigate the acts of muembers of a
previous Congreas. Tne committee had come to the
conolusion that any further investigation in thia
direction would prove useless and expensive, A
resoiution was offered by Ceneral Garflela in-
Biracting the committee w confine its ioves-
tigations to persous who were members of the
present House, ‘To this Mr, Coob, & member of the
commitiee, offered an amendment that the commit.
tee be authorized to complete the Investigation of
cages already commenced of persons who were ex-
memberd. Afier conslderable discussion this was
adopted, then reconsidersd and finally defeated.
General! Garfleld’s resolution was then agreed to, It
s thought this wil bring the labors of the committee
to a Bpeedy close, ns the majority of cases before it
relate to persous who were members of former
Congreases, Tie only case now before the commit.
teo relating to a member of the present House is
that of Wuliam sfungen, of Ohio.

Representative Cox and the Sale of Cadet-
uhips.

From the wordiog of an article in your paper
to-day it 18 inferred what Mr. 8. 8. Cox, I8
smong those charged with selling cadetship ap-
polntments. Thisls an entire error., All the cadet-
Pnip appointmments belonging to Mr. Cox's district
were maae by bis predecessor. Mr. Cox has made
none, and, therefore, could not be accused of any
mmpropriety In the premises. The member alladed
10 in my despatches yesterday s a democrat repre-
senting an Ohlo alstrict at present.

Enforcing the Fifteenth Amendment.

Among the ousiness before the House Judiclary
Uommiitee to-day was a propositlon to prepare a
bilt enforcing the provistons of the fifteenth amend-
ment to the conesitution. It 18 thought shat fo
many of the States the authorities will take refuge
behind thetr local laws, and refuse to allow the ne-
groes 0 vole, notwithsignding the ratification of
she amendmoent. Judge Bingham urged the adop-
tioh of the bill, introduced by him = few dars ago,
To edforce the provisions of the fifteenth amend-
mentm all the States. He argued thas the only ob-
Ject sought waa to overcome vhe local laws of tne
Slatea, so thot the negroes cculd vote, and to

. ebact penaities against all peraons wio eonnived to

prevens them from voting. in contravention of the
amendment. This, he said, was accomplished by
his bil. The aruicle of amendment did not carry
any punishment with it to persona who might
choose to evade or defy it. His bill did, and he
thought it would meet the case of every State in the
Union. Judge Davis did not think Bingham'a bill
explicit enongh. He was of opinion that the amend-
mehbt might be evaded in cases where the provisions
of the Lil offered by Bingham would not apply.
‘I'he matter was dlscussed al iength, but no declslon

was reached.
The Chlness Misalon.

The Senate Committee on Foreign Affairs met this
wmorning. The aiscuseion opened on the proposition
1o ralse the Chinese migsion to Orst class, The com-
mittee determined to report against any change in
the character of the mission.

Judge Strong’s Nomination Confirmed.

Toe Senate were in exccatlve session [o-day [or
npearly three hours. The discussion of the motlon to
reconsider the voie by which Judge Strong was con-
firmed was resumed. After a strong fght from the
Southern Senators che Senute refnged to vecouslder.
Judge Strong, therefove, 1s regularly couflrmed.

The Atlantic and Pacific Rullroad Compnny.

The Pacitlc Rallrogd Commitice took & vole to-day
on the bill for the rellef of the Atlantic and Pacific
Railroad Compuny. The bill providesa for the exten-
gion of time wiherein the company is allowed to
complele the construction of its road. Those who
oppose 1t huve coniended that the company, in fall.
fog to finish the road within the time prescribed by
the original bl glving e the right of way, has for-
feited ull Ils priviieges and friochises, and that Con-
gresashould so declare. The commities votea lo allow
the company more time and to continue the fran-
tbises heretofore granted. When tie bill {3 reporsed
to the House 1t 18 thought 1t will ymeet with violent
opposition and probably be defeated.

Hemovwanl of the Broolklyn Navy Yard.
At the meeting of the House Naval Committee Lo-

.Oay General Siocum appeared and made an argu-

ment in favor of the removal of the Brookiyn Navy
Yard from Its present site to & polnt on the North
river, in the viclnity of New York. Mr. Starkwea-
ier argued In favor of [ta locatlon at New London,
¢onn. Tne committee finally authorzed Messra.
#locum and Starkweather to preparea bill for the
1emoval of the Brookiyn Navy Yara, the site to
wvhich 1t ahall be removed to be left for the commit-
we to decide. ‘The committee postponed the further
ysderation of tne bill for the reorganization of the
mvy until after the New Hampshire slection, in
ader to sllow Mr. Bievens, 8 member of the com-
nittes, to go home and participate In the canvass.

meaning of she term. That the legislation of Con-
®reds neocsasrily restricted all puch captures to the
use of the United States, and requived that they
should be turned over to ihe Treasury agents, It
was also contended that this muis was im-
properly bromght in the names of the captors,
whereas the law required It to be brougis in the
namo of the government; that as it now stands it
was, In fact, a suit against government, und it never
aliowed ltselfl to be sued uniess by & special act of
Congreds, and there was noune in this case; that all
captures were for the sovercign and in his name,
and must be worked out in that way.

Judge Wylle, In an able opinion, held
that the sult was not oorrectly broaght,
dod gave the parties permission to amend if the
Becretary of tue Navy requested it, »o that the sult
8hould stand in the name of the United States; but
there was mo decislon upon the quesiton of the
Power to caplure property ag prize of war on the
miand water.

The Western Uniom Telegrnph Company’s
Last Stronghold Demaelished.

Mr. Orton, President of the Western Unlon Tele-
graph monopoly, baving been driven from pillar to
Post, bag retreatod bellnd the assertion that tele-
graph rates are less per mile in this country than in
Eunrcpe.

APEECH OF SENATOR HOWELA Whw.
Mr, HowsLy, (rep.) of Iowa, made his first speech
In the Senate In support of his résolution, that in
avery grant of lanas to ratiroads a provise shall be
incorporated securing the rights of seitiers to home-
gteads oo the grants, and requiring the land to be
put in market at an early day at a price not exceed-

ing two dollara and & half per acre. He desireq a
Evermanenl policy by which the protection of the

esl and Southwest from the great evils of land
monopoly would be made a leature of rallroad
grants as laevitable as the Wilmot proviso naed to
be in Territorial bills. The rapid sccumulation of
capital and the powerful com om of ratlroad
corporations augmented the danger of & land mon-
opoly 1o these days and necessitated the mposition
of restralnts.  While advocasing this pohicy he would 1
continue o favor most earnestly the granting or f
lands to promote the setllement and to develop the
resonrces of the West. The wisdom and success of
this policy had already heen established, Inthe S8outh
it was perverted by slavery to bulld up a ianded
arletocracy which still continued, a legacy of that
Insuitation which should have perished with it by a
divigton of the great landed estates of Lraltors among
the loyal soldier who trampled out the rebellion in
blood and fire. The Noruhweatern States had re-
ceived liberal grants of land before rallroads existed
there; but wheo thesde became the great civilizers the
Iliherality of the governmenl was directed to ther
uld. The grant for the llinols Centgal procured by
Mr. Douglas produced an almoal magical effect in
developing the population and wealth of that State
and of the city of Chicago; and the Isjurions effecis
ol the present ralroad system would not be dispeneed
witli in view of 1t3 advantages. By rejecting whan
was bad in our present land grant policy and hold-
ing on o what was good 1o it the growing opposi-
tion, by reason of reckless extravAgance in some of
these grants, and the suspicion of corraption, involy-
Ing partles connected with them, would be satisfled,
Toe polley itseil was not complatned of; but its
abusee. 'The States interested in the contlnuance of
this policy must unite to correct these abuses, or
fue wyslem itsell woula be sacrificed with all hs
benefita.

The resolution introduced by Mr. Howell was then
adopted.

THE FUNDING BILL.

At a quarter pust oife the Senate resumed the con-
sideration of the Fundiog bill, and Mr. Corggrr
(rep.) of Oregon, submitted and aavocated an
amendment which was previously introduced by
him as & separate bill. He proposed to substitute it
for the first three sections of the bill which author-
tzed a loan of iwelve hundred millons, in three
equal amounts, aé different rates of Interest, It
authorizes the 1sue of one thonsand millions, with
thirty-five years to run, principal Bnd interest pay-
able in gold coin, each bond bearing interest at six
per cent for vhe first three years, flve per cent for
six years following, and four aud & hall per cent for
the next six years, and four per ceut for the twenty

ears following, the bonds and wcome therefrom
re¢ from tax and exchangeable for five-twenty
bonds at the option of the holders. He also pro-
posed deveral moaifications in the elghth section,
dispensing wilh the compulsory clanse and lnrmg
the right to exchange *heir bouds discretionary wit!
the banks.

EXEOUTIVE SESSION.

AL five minutes to iwo o,clock, without disposing
of the amendment, the Benate voted by yeas %90 10
naya 25 to go Into executive sesslon.

Mr. Garfield, chalrman, preseuted the following

The Committes on Banking and Currency having
been directed by o resolution of vhe House of Rep-
resentatives, passed December 13, 1880, to Jinvesil-
gate the ocuuses that led to the unusual and éxira-
ordinary fluctuations of gold in the city of New
York from the 21stto the 327th of Beplember, 1809,
beg leave S0 submit the following report: — .
